PLAYING FAIR. 

The Advocate, replying to our 
article regarding Ministers Pugs- 
ley and Brodeur, last week, says: 

“The main grievance against 
Mr. Pugsley is written in the re- 
turns of the last Dominion elec- 
tions in New Brunswick, Liberals 
11, Conservatives 2. Play fair!’’ 

About a million dollars buying 
up the electorate with post offices, 
public buildings and harbor im- 
provements, helped along those 
returns. Is that playing fair? 

Is it playing fair to hand over 
our lands and timber limits to 
political favorites and partizans? 

Is it fair to use public money 
as though it was the private 
treasure of governing politicians? 

Is it playing fair to deprive 
this province of rights given other 
provinces of this Dominion? 

Is it playing fair to trade in 
race and creed prejudices for 
party purposes? 

Is it playing fair to reward 
partizan Liberals who have lost 
their jobs with good fat Govern- 
ment sits.? 

Is it playing fair to give every 
Tom, Dick and Harry who throws 
up-his hat for the Liberal party 
good fat contracts, and refuse a 
tender or allow a Conservative to 
have a share in work for a Gov- 
ernment that, at best, is only a 
servant of the people? 

To come back to our cotem’s 
suggestion to play fair, we may 
state that Mr. Pugsley has given 
no reasonable explanation of the 
disappearance of $134,000 in an 
expenditure of $900,000 as shown 
by the Railway Commission, and 
yet he still sits in the councils of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

What right have Liberal parti- 
zans who support this sort of 
thing to talk about the failure of 
popular government? Ag an ex- 
change says, the chief responsi- 
bility rests upon their shoulders. 
They will to have itso. If they 
will not vote to condemn improper 
practices, betrayal of pledges and 
desertion of principles, how can 
we get the best results from pop- 
ular government? They fail in 
the first duty of citizenship. They 
love party more than country. 
They ease their consciences by 
denouncing the Opposition. They 
preach righteousness, and wor- 
ship the mammon of unrighteous- 
ness. 

The way to get good govern- 
ment is to condemn bad govern- 
ment. The corruptionists will be 
in control just 80 long as gcvern- 
ments know that the mass of their 
supporters will stand corruption. 
When governments feel that pub- 
lic opinion will not tolerate reck-

less spending and administrative 


abuses there will be an end to evil- 
doing. The way to this end is to 
bring in the Opposition, and to 
punish its leaders in turn if they 
fail in efficiency or in integrity. 
The truth is that we Canadians 
seem to stand in fear of govern- 
ments, and we submit to the dom- 
ination of a ruling party until it 
becomes so hopelessly feeble and 
corrupt that, when at length it 
does fall of its own weight, it lies 
in ruin for half a generation. 


A GOOD MOVE. 


Councillor Pidgeon brought up 
a question at last meeting of the 
Council which is of vital interest 
to every ratepayer. He contend- 
ed that the owners of property 
should not be deprived of their 
franchise because their taxes were 
not paid, and he contended the 
by-law dealing with the matter 
should be repealed as having 
done its work. The rest of the 
Council agreed with Councillor 
Pidgeon, and no doubt the 
obnoxious measure will be wiped 
out of existence. Itseems a hard- 
ship fora man paying taxes on 
say twenty thousand dollars 
worth of property to be deprived 
of his vote because his taxes on 
a lot in another part of the town 
are not paid, while his tenants all 
have votes, although they may 
not own a foot of property. 
Again aman may be entitled to 
a vote as a tenant, yet he is de- 
prived of it because he is unable 
to pay the taxes on all his property 
in other parts of the munici- 
pality. Councillor Pidgeon will 
have the town with him in his 
efforts to have this one-sided 
by-law repealed.

THE Y.M.C. A. 


Now that. the Young Men’s 
Christian Association is becom- 
ing more active in Alberta,it may 
be urged that there is room for 
a branch of this excellent organi- 
zation in’ Red Deer. In many 
ways it would assist in keeping a 
number of our young men from 
temptation and add to the moral 
tone of the community. 

The Y. M.C. A. has, by ite 
work and extension through the 
sixty-five years of its existence, 
taken its place in the world as a 
great. and beneficent institution. 

From its modest beginning in 
London in 1844, when a dozen 
young men, with Mr. (afterwards 
Sir) George Williams as their 
leader, formed themselves into 
the first Y. M.C. A., this insti- 
tution has spread throughout the 
British Isles, Canada and other 
parts of the Empire, the United 
States and some foreign coun- 
triee, till now there are fully 
7,000 Associations, with probably

MOORE’S POLITICAL EX- 
PENSES DISALLOWED. 


Accounts of Ex-Member For Red 
Deer Badly Mixed Illegitimate 
and Illegal. 


Toronto, Ont., June 12.— 
Mr. Thomas Hodgins, master-in- 
ordinary, issued judgment in the 
reference made to him in the 
action brought by the Sagkatche- 
wan Land & Homestead company 
against the Edward Leadley 
estate, John T. Moore etal, which 
he remarked was the most as- 
tonishing case with which he had 
to dealin the 26 years he has 
been master-in-ordinary. 

Mr. Moore was the representa- 
tive in the local legislature for 
Red Deer, but was defeated in 
the last provincial elections, 

The action is brought to redeem 
a mortgage held by the Leadleys’ 
against the company’s lands. 

Moore, who was the managing 
director of the company when the 
mortgage was executed, later 
became agent for the Leadleys. 

The master says: ‘‘The court 
of appeal held that the defendant 
Moore occupied a double and 
antagonistic position of agent for 
the mortgager and agent for: the 
mortgagee.” 

According to the judgment in 
connection with the action, the 
company to get the, land must 
pay not only” the principal and 
interest of the mortgage, but also 
Moore’s expenses in connection 
with the management of the 
property. 

QUEER ACCOUNTS, | 

The master says: ‘‘In the 
accounts brought‘in by the de- 
fendants, they claim to charge 
against the mortgaged property 
the politician election expenses 
of the defendant, Moore, as a 


his expenses and contribution to 
a local agitation for good roads, 
his subscriptions to churches, 
hospitals, banquets, sports and 
donations to charities, his ex- 
penses for a railroad charter and 
other local objects, his financial 
loss in working a farm and stone 
quarry owned by himaelf and wife 
none of which were legitimate 
charges in taking mortgage ac- 
counts, and which were disal- 
lowed.”’ 

‘These illegitimate and illegal 
charges against the mortgaged 
property in this case were sough! 
to be proved by the evidence oi 
the defendant, John T. Moore au. 
the ground that the expenditures 
on local elections, good roads, 
charities, eports and other objects 
and large expenditures on local 
improvements outside the bound- 
aries of the mortgaged properties 
had benefitted the Red Deer dis- 
trict, his political constituency, 
and had thereby enhanced the 
value of the mortgaged property. 
The total expenditures on these 
and more legitimate objects 
amount in all to $105,609, and the 
receipts from land sales to $181,- 
940.” 

The master remarks on the fact 
that Moore’s accounts in connec- 
tion with the land were badly 
intermingled with his own and 
his wife’s. y 

SOME FINDINGS. 

The defendants submitted a 
livery account of $1,260. The 
master allows $360. 

The master remarks that $1,- 
035.30 is admitted on a oill for 
$4,310.40 for travelling expenses. 

Legal expenses, placed at $7,- 
596, are referred to the taxing 
officer. 

The defendants’ claim of $8,- 
496.28 for inspecting the mort- 
gaged lands is allowed for $248.- 
28 as actual expenses. 

As agent of the mortages, 
Moore is allowed 10 per cent of 
the gross salés and a quarterly 
salary of $1,500. 

Moore’s charge of $1,790 for 
office rent is allowed at $300. 

Other interests have been 
benefitted inthe item for office 
salaries, placed at $11,937, the 
master places it at about one 
third.

Turkey Claims Crete Island. 


Served Notice That Turkish Flag 
Will be Hoisted After July 33. 


Paris June 8.—Great Britain, 
France, Russia and Italy have 
decided to keep their engagement 
to evacuate the island of Crete 
on July 31, and Turkey has served 
notice that after this date the is- 
land, while preserving its autono- 
mous regima, must return to the 
Turkish flag, and she is prepared 
to go to war on this issue. 

Greece, on the contrary, thinks 
that “annexation to her should 
follow the evacuation by the 
powers, but the efforts of the 
King of Greece to secure the sup- 
port of the powers to this idea 
having up to the present time, 
been unavailing. 

It is understood that Germany 
sides with Turkey in the matter. 


‘|Curzon Sounds Warning Note 


London June 9.—In a speech 
before the Royal Colonial Institute 
Lord Curzon, formerly viceroy of 
India, said that a vast majorit 
of the people of that country 
were entirely without political 
aspirations, but a section was 
filled with illegitimate and im- 
practicable desires, cherished by 
sedition and _ disloyalty. He 
sometimes thought he could de 
tect a great nush in India, similar 
to that of Europe, to which Lord 
Rosebery had referred in his 
speech before the Imperial press 
congress. ~Lord Curzon added 
that he was no alarmist and he 
hoped the developments of which 
he spoke might not occur, if they 
occur at all, until the distant 
future, but he thought they were 
nearer than some people im- 
agined.
